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From the Ohio, Farmer. 
Proper Time for Cutting Timber. 
Mr. Epivon: I perceive that your farmer 

correspondents do not agree as tothe proper 
season for eytting timber —some contending 
that it sLould be cut in winter; others that 
mid-summer is the better time. Mey not 
this diversily of offinion result rather, from 
the laws of nature, than any def®ctin their 
experiences? ‘Tiinber may properly be elas- 
sed under two heada—that composed moetly 
of sap-wood—— such a3 maple, hickory, pop- 
lar, ash, white beech, and other varicties— 
and that wherein heart-wood forms the prin-) 
cipal part—chestnut, oak, red beech, wal- 
unl, cedar,. &c.. Now my experience is 
somewhat limited, but that experience has 
satisfied me that the sexson for cutting, to 
render timber durable, mzy depend upon the 
variety cut: in other words, sap-wood will 
last longer if cut at one tine, and he irt-wood | 
ifeut at another. For instance, cut hickory 
in winter, the sap-wood becomes hard and 
firm, the pores appear closed, the worms do 
not touch itt while the beart-wood soon ex~- 
hibits the traces of decuy. Cut another 
tree, of the same variety, in May or June, 
the sap-woeod will soon become worm-eaten, 
and in a few yearsalmost entirely disappear; 
while the heart-woood wil! become hard 
to be worked to advantage. 
The roots of the trees, except the larger 
ones, are chiefly sap-wood. If the tree be! 
cut in early summer, these roots soon de-| 
cny, the stump is then easily removed, and 
the soil rid of the incumbrance, Whena 
tree is cut down in winter, decay commences. | 
Even after {he stump has entirely disap | 
peared, the sap-wood roots, a short distauce | 
below the surface, remain hard and firm. 
The proper time to cut timber, is a mat- 
ter ofimportance If perfectly understood, 
much labor and money might be saved, both! 
to farmers and mechanics. The facts I have 
mentioned seema to me worthy of considera-| 
tion in determiningthe question, We should} 
have regard to the kind of timber, 28 well to 
the precise time when it was cut, and then| 
nolethe result. Avfew experiments of this} 
kind, might lead to valuable conclusions, 
and reconcile the discrepancies in the expe-| 
riences of your correspondents
